A NEW LONDON. 


The Big City is Being Rebuilt as 


Rapidly as New York. 


London i.s being rebuilt as rapidly a.s 


New York ; but i.s HO much vaster than 
the American city that the process in 
le.-s.s conspicuous. Nothing is being 
done today that stands out so promi- 
nently as the great bridges over the 
Kust River : nor i.s there any analogue 
in London to the irruption of hotels 
and ollice buildings above the normal 
.sky-line in New York, the nearest ap- 
proach to a "sky-scraper" — Queen 
Anne's Mansions, Westminster—vary- 
ing in height Jront eleven to fourteen 
stories only. 


Of governmental projects perhaps 


the greatest is the buying out of the 
companies that .supply London with 
water. 
Their claims amounted to 


about ^o(),0()0.000, but 
radical cuts 


were made by the court of arbitration 
appointed to adjudicate them. Jt is 
unlikely that the ^Metropolitan Water 
Board will do as well, financially, as 
these eight companies, for the city's 
needs are growing with its population, 
while one of the chief sourcer* of >up- 
plv—the Thame>—lias been gradually 
dwindling foi the last twenty years ; 
-io that it will be necessary to go far 
ah'eh;, before long, for a supply of 
water that can be depended ou in times 
of drought. Next comes the proposed 
improvement of the port, and its con- 
trol by a single body exercising the 
powers now divided between 
the 


Thames Conservancy and other au- 
thorities. The commerce of London 
has'not gun\ u as rapidly of late as the 
city itself. Lest it should continue to 
lose ground, a royal commission has 
reported, the river channel must be 
widened to from 600 to 1.000 feet and 
deepened to ->0 feet at low water. 
The 


estimated expense of this improvement 
is §1^.5011,000 : and new docks are re- 
commended at a cost of about $22.500.- 


000. 
' • 


The principal public improvements 


of the la^t rijteeu years have been due 
to the County Council, which super- 
ceded the Metropolitan Board of Works 
under the local government act of 1888. 
One of the least conspicuous but most 
costly of its single undertakings is the 
Blackwall Tunnel, which.when opened 
in 1S97. had swallowed up 57,000.000. 
The next uudeitakiug of the sort \the 
tunnel from Rotherhithe to JRatclifie) 
is expected to absorb nearly as much. 
The Tower Bridge, completed iu 1804 
at a cost of ?• 5.000,000—the most con- 
spicuous of London bridges, the one 
farthest down stream, and the only 
one provided with a draw—was the 
work of the Corporation of the city of 
London : and the same body is now 
widening London Bridge, the most fa- 
mous and still the most traveled of the 
many roads across the Thames. The 
cost is estimated at 6-500,000- The cor- 
poration before long will probably 
lower the crown of the Southwark 
Bridge—a task which will virtually 
involve rebuilding, and is expected to 
swallow up >1.750.000. The sway of 
the County Council begins somewhat 
farther up the river, where-?!.-500.000 is 
being spent to replace Vauxhall Bridge 
with a structure of steel. From .Ran- 
dall Black^haw'tf "London iu Traus- 
lormation" in the January Ceuturv.

>kich debating subjects 


which deal in comparisons emphasise 
the old saying about comparisons be- 
iug odious. A study of such subjects 
from the point of" view of their worth 
rather than by comparison would be 
better.

hundreds of subjects which if debated 
would develop thinking aloug the 
lines of better citizenship aud such 
wouid do a community much good- 
The inaugural addre-.- of Joseph W. 
Folk. Governor of Missouri, presents a 
number of -subjects which young and 
old t-'iould lie talkinsr a! out.
